AmeriCorps members and AmeriCorps Seniors volunteers
served at more than 800 locations across Iowa, including
schools, food banks, homeless shelters, health clinics, youth
centers, veterans' facilities, and other nonprofit and faith-
based organizations. Through a unique public-private
partnership, AmeriCorps and its partners generated more
than $7.1 million in outside resources from businesses,
foundations, public agencies, and other sources in Iowa last
year.

For AmeriCorps Seniors, this reflects all volunteers
funded by grants completed during that same period. 4. The Education Awards figures represent the maximum potential value of Segal AmeriCorps Education Awards that could be earned by AmeriCorps members who
completed service in Iowa. 5. AmeriCorps State and National, Foster Grandparent, and Senior Companion federal funding reflects the estimated proportionate annual share of the federal grant associated with the participants in
this report. This includes any awarded federal American Rescue Plan funding except match replacement. AmeriCorps State and National placeholder grants have been excluded from this report. For AmeriCorps VISTA, funding
reflects the national average cost per participant.

Iowa is home to the North Central
Region campus of AmeriCorps NCCC, located in Vinton. Members based at this campus perform service projects throughout Iowa and IL, IN, ME, MI, MN, ND, NE, NH, NY, OH, PA, SD, VT, and WI.
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
